13. (NEW) The extrusion according to claim 12, Xvherein the at least one element of the 
tongue and groove arrangement of the flexible section includes a tongue element, and the 
at least one element of the tongue and gryove arrangement of the substantially rigid 
section includes a groove element. 

14. (NEW) The extrusion according to claim 12, wherein the at least one element of the 
tongue and groove arrangement of the substantially rigid section includes a tongue 
element, and the at leasr one element of the tongue and groove arrangement of the 
flexible section indudes a groove element. 



15. (NEW) The extrusion according to claim 12, fiirther comprising at least a second 
substantially rigid section of thermoplasticvhaving defined at a first location thereof at
